Voluntary severance. 

Union takes issue with 
introduction of buyout 
plan for academic staff

In an effort to address budget 
cuts in two years instead of 
three, the University of Al¬ 
berta is offering voluntary 
buyouts to most academic 
staff. 

Staff must decided by 
Sept. 16 if they want to apply 
for the Voluntary Sever¬ 
ance Program (VSP), which 
comes after the Association 
of Academic Staff University 
of Alberta (AASUA) rejected 
a request to re-open salary 
and benefit agreements last 
week. 

Acting provost Martin 
Ferguson-Pell said it’s “im¬ 
possible” to know how many 
academic staff would need to 
take the voluntary buyouts 


to find $56 million in cuts 
for the school’s operating 
budget. 

“If we can take a signifi¬ 
cant amount of that $56 
million out through volun¬ 
tary severances, it’s by far 
the preferred way forward 
than, of course, getting into 
a situation where we have 
involuntary severances,” Fer- 
guson-Pell said. 

In a statement issued last 
week, Ferguson-Pell said re¬ 
opening agreements was the 
“best option for achieving 
major reductions” and neces¬ 
sary “to avoid large-scale job 
losses.” 

Ferguson-Pell said a VSP 
information session is sched¬ 
uled for September and the 
school wants the program to 
be “a collaborative process.” 

Kevin Kane, president of 
AASUA, said the school did 
not follow correct proced¬ 
ures in introducing the pro¬ 
gram. He said the collective 
agreement with the school 
requires the union be part of 
the process for introducing 
such a plan.

“They have sent this out 
to our members without our 
involvement. We’re going to 
be looking at what our next 
steps are,” Kane said. 

Kane said those next steps 
include examining legal op¬ 
tions because the school has 
breached the association’s 
collective agreement. 

The university has also 
asked the Non-Academic 
Staff Association (NASA) to 
re-open current agreements. 

While NASA is bringing 
the matter to its member¬ 
ship, the executive has rec¬ 
ommended the membership 
say no to reopening its col¬ 
lective agreement. 

Ferguson-Pell said the 
budget plan the institution 
originally submitted to the 
government achieved a bal¬ 
anced budget in three years. 

While the government 
hasn’t given the school for¬ 
mal feedback, it has “in¬ 
formally” asked the U of 
A to “accelerate” the plan, 
Ferguson-Pell said, and as a 
result the school is trying to 
achieve a balanced budget in 
two years. 

A spokesperson for the 
provincial Advanced Educa¬ 
tion Ministry, which oversees 
post-secondary schools, said 
the University of Alberta’s 
comprehensive institutional 
plan is currently under re¬ 
view.

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Cabinet shuffle 


Mom asks feds to 
reimburse cost of 
cancelled meeting 

A grieving mom who flew 
to Vancouver for a meet¬ 
ing with Canada’s justice 
minister in July, only to 
find out the cabinet shuf¬ 
fle had cancelled the talk, 
is asking the government 
to reimburse her costs. 

Sheri Arsenault, whose 
teenage son Bradley was 
killed in 2011 by an alleged 
drunk driver alongside two 
friends, paid around $750 
for a flight to Vancouver 
and a hotel room for a 
meeting that was nearly 
two years in the making. 

Arsenault and Markka 
Kaulius, the founder of 
Families for Justice, were 
getting ready for the meet¬ 
ing when the pak turned 
on the radio and heard that 
a cabinet shuffle meant 
MP Rob Nicholson was 
no longer federal justice 
minister. 

Arsenault said she’s 
expecting to hear from 
the government about a 
re-scheduled meeting this 
week, and she has also 
asked to be reimbursed for 
the wasted trip. 

“I’m not wealthy and we 
(Families for Justice) does 
eveiything on our own,” 
she said. 

Late last month, fol¬ 
lowing the cabinet shuffle, 
Arsenault was able to 
briefly speak with Canada’s 
new justice minister, Peter 
MacKay. 

Arsenault said MacKay 
apologized for the cancelled 
meeting and after speaking 
with him, she is hopeful 
that changes to Canada’s 
drunk-driving laws could be 
made. “We just don’t want 
another family to have to 
go through what we did,” 
she said.

He adored Youngson, who 
was a rescue dog, and liked to 
help others. 

“He was just your good ol’ 
countiy boy,” Kalam said.

Police shooting may be racially 
motivated: Aboriginal leader 


An Alberta aboriginal leader 
wants an agency that inves¬ 
tigates police shootings to 
determine whether racism 
was a factor in a weekend 
traffic stop that ended with 
two men being shot. 

Muriel Stanley Venne, 
who is chair of the Aborig¬ 
inal Commission on Human 
Rights and Justice, says the 
incident may be another re¬ 
minder of the discrimination 
against aboriginal people by 
the justice system. 

Lance Cutarm, who was 
30, died while his brother, 
Larron Cutarm, who is 41, 
suffered chest wounds after 
the vehicle they were riding 
in was stopped Saturday by 
a Mountie at Pigeon Lake, 
southwest of Edmonton.

to a home after stopping to 
buy liquor when they were 
stopped.

The Alberta Serious Inci¬ 
dent Response Team is inves¬ 
tigating. 

“The Aboriginal Commis¬ 
sion on Human Rights and 
Justice is gravely concerned 
after an incident that began 
as an impaired-driving in¬ 
vestigation ended with the 
shooting by an RCMP officer, 
leaving one aboriginal man 
dead and another wounded,” 
Stanley Venne said in a news 
release Tuesday. 

“This incident may be 
another reminder that ab¬ 
original people are often the 
targets for police brutality, 
which is a reflection of the 
racism that exists within so¬ 
ciety and manifests itself at 
different times within the 
RCMP.”

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Apparent python strangling 
leaves city in utter disbelief 



Two dead. Family and 
friends reminisce over 
brothers, struggle to 
cope with ‘bad dream’ 


The deaths of two boys, who 
police believe were killed by 
an African rock python while 
they slept at a friend’s apart¬ 
ment, has rattled the north¬ 
ern New Brunswick city of 
Campbellton, where the chil¬ 
dren were remembered Tues¬ 
day as fun-loving free spirits. 

Noah and Connor Barthe, 
aged four and six, were 
found dead Monday after the 
45-lcilogram snake escaped 
its enclosure in the apart¬ 
ment, slithered through a 
ventilation system above and 
fell through a ceiling into the 
living room where they were 
sleeping, police said. 

Dave Rose, the great uncle 
of the boys, said Noah was 
looking forward to starting 
kindergarten this fall before 
“this awful tragedy.” 

Rose said the boys were 


spending the day with family 
friend Jean-Claude Savoie, 
who took them shopping 
and to a farm before they re¬ 
turned to his apartment. 

“They were two typical 
children; they enjoyed life to 
a maximum,” Rose said. 

The Faceboolc page of the 


boys’ mother, Mandy Trecar- 
tin, shows a mom devoted to 
and proud of her boys. 

“My two super handsome 
boys sporting their Christmas 
PJ’s,” Trecartin wrote on a 
photo of the boys in front of a 
Christmas tree last year. 

“I can’t believe this is 


real,” Savoie told Global News 
on Monday. He said he didn’t 
hear a sound and only dis¬ 
covered the “horrific scene” 
when he went into his living 
room that morning. At that 
point, Savoie said he pinned 
the snake down and put it in 
a cage, the Canadian press 


Autopsy, necropsy 


Thesearch 
for answers 
continues 

The RCMP said the boys 
were found dead Monday 
at around 6:30 a.m. in an 
apartment located above 
Reptile Ocean, an exotic pet 
store. 

The RCMP said Monday 
they believe the snake 
strangled the boys, but 
Sgt. Alain Tremblay said 
Tuesday investigators are 
waiting for the results of an 
autopsy on the children as 
well as a necropsy on the 
snake. 

Asked why anyone 
in the apartment didn’t 
appear to have heard any¬ 
thing, Tremblay said that 
was still under investiga¬ 
tion. 

The snake was later 
captured by Savoie, who 


also owns Reptile Ocean. 

It was later put down by a 
veterinarian and sent for a 
necropsy to help determine 
what may have prompted it 
to attack the boys, Trem¬ 
blay said. 

Paul (Little Ray) Goulet, 
founder and co-owner of 
Little Ray’s Reptile Zoo in 
Ottawa, said snakes don’t 
recognize humans as a 
source of food — but if 
the children smelled like 
animals from playing at a 
farm, it could explain an 
attack. 

“If a snake sees an 
animal moving, giving off 
heat and smells like a goat, 
what is it? It’s a goat,” said 
Goulet. 

New Brunswick’s 
Natural Resources Depart¬ 
ment said a special permit 
is required for African 
rock pythons and that the 
snake’s owner didn’t have 
one. 


Urban moms at higher risk of postpartum depression: Study

New mothers living in big cit¬ 
ies in Canada have a higher 
risk of postpartum depression 
than women in less populated 
areas, a study has found. 

Postpartum depression 
can occur after a woman gives 
birth and is a serious health 
risk for both women and 
their babies. The symptoms 
are more intense and longer- 
lasting than the typical baby 
blues and may interfere with 
a mother’s ability to care for 
her child. 

The study, published Mon¬ 
day in the Canadian Medical 


Association Journal, is based 
on a 2006 national survey of 
almost 6,500 new mothers. It 
found that almost 10 per cent 
of the women living in cities 
with a population of at least 
500,000 reported experien¬ 
cing postpartum depression. 

That’s compared to six per 
cent of new moms in rural 
areas, almost seven per cent 
in semi-rural or small-town 
areas and about five per cent 
in semi-urban areas. 

“Social support was a ma¬ 
jor factor,” said lead author 
Dr. Simone Vigod, a psychia¬ 


trist at Women’s College Hos¬ 
pital in Toronto. “So women 
in large urban areas were re¬ 
porting much lower levels of 
social support than women in 
all three other groups.” 

Many large cities also have 
a higher percentage of immi¬ 
grants. 

“And those women in par¬ 
ticular in our study appeared 
to be at increased risk,” ex¬ 
plained Vigod, adding that 
women whose families live 
elsewhere may not have the 
same kinds of support.

Liberal party insists 
Zimmer’s exit not tied

A Liberal senator who made 
headlines in 2011 when he 
married a woman more than 
four decades his junior is 
stepping down amid ongoing 
health concerns. 

Rod Zimmer’s departure, 
made known in a letter to the 
Governor General, was circu¬ 
lated around the Senate on 
Tuesday, and comes against 
the backdrop of an ongoing 
scandal over improper ex¬ 
pense claims. 

A spokesman for Liberal 
Sen. Jim Cowan, the leader of 
the Opposition in the Senate, 
says Zimmer’s resignation is 
strictly health related and has 
nothing to do with the on¬ 
going expense review. 

His resignation letter was 
submitted late Friday and 
took effect immediately, ac¬ 
cording to a copy of the no¬ 
tice, obtained by The Can¬ 
adian Press.

sented Manitoba in the up¬ 
per chamber since being ap¬ 
pointed in 2005 by former 
prime minister Paul Martin.

Blob of fat, waste discovered in English sewer

It may look like an iceberg, 
but there’s nothing cool about 
it. 

Utility company Thames 
Water in London says it has 
discovered what it calls the 
biggest “fatberg” ever record¬ 
ed in Britain — a 15-tonne 
blob of congealed fat and baby 
wipes lodged in a sewer drain. 

That’s enough “wrongly 
flushed festering food fat 
mixed with wet wipes” to 
fill a double-decker bus such 
as the famous London Route- 
master, the company said. 


Thames Water deals with 
fatbergs all the time, thanks 
to the widespread use of 
household oil and food fat. 
But few reach the mammoth 
size of the one found under a 
road in the suburb of Kings¬ 
ton. 

But with 108,000 kilo¬ 
metres of sewer pipes to mon¬ 
itor, and fatbergs forming 
around even a few wipes that 
catch on to a corner or a wall, 
Thames Water says it must be 
constantly vigilant. 

This blockage — built up 


over an estimated six months 
— was discovered after resi¬ 
dents in nearby apartment 
buildings were unable to flush 
their toilets. 

Examination found that 
the mound of fat had reduced 
the 70-centimetre-by-48-centi- 
metre sewer to just five per 
cent of its normal capacity. It 
damaged the sewers so badly 
that it will take six weeks to 
repair them. 

The company said Tues¬ 
day that it was sharing news 
of the massive lard lump in 


the hope that customers will 
think twice about what they 
dump down the drain. It also 
released video footage of the 
fatberg, filmed by a remote 
vehicle gliding through the 
sewer like an underground 
amusement-park ride. 

The company says untreat¬ 
ed fatbergs cause flooding and 
backups. 

“It’s veiy lucky we caught 
this one,” said Craig Ranee, a 
spokesman for Thames Water. 

Mind the fat.

When Matt Damon saw him¬ 
self onscreen in Elysium — 
after months and months of 
diet and four-hour gym ses¬ 
sions to get him into to sci-fi 
action hero shape — all he 
could do was laugh. 

“It just looked ridiculous 
to me,” he says. “It’s so in¬ 
dulgent, but it’s part of the 
magic trick. I understood 
why (director Neill Blom- 
lcamp) needed me to look like 
that for that to establish the 
character. He didn’t want any 
fat on me because he said, ‘I 
want you to look almost Hai¬ 
tian, like you’re incredibly 
fit but you’ve been working 
so hard and perhaps you’ve 
missed some meals.’” 

While it worked for the 
film, Damon was happy to let 
the workout regimen lapse.

“It’s just not a natural way 
for somebody to look. These 
people who look that way 
are either genetic freaks or 
they’re just living in a gym,” 
he says. 

“(My wife) was fine with 
me buff, but she was fine 
with me (40 pounds over¬ 
weight) on The Informant! I 
think she just likes variety.” 

While he might not find 
it easy to relate to the look 
of his character, Max — an 
ex-con factoiy worker tak¬ 
ing on the rich and powerful 
on their satellite sanctuaiy, 
Elysium, which is orbiting 
the ravaged slum Earth has 
become — he can at least 
understand him emotionally 
and intellectually. 

“He’s doing the best he 
can in a world that’s getting 
increasingly difficult to live 
in,” Damon says. “I think a 
lot of people can relate to 


that in this kind of prolonged 
economic downturn where 
it feels like the world keeps 
putting its boot on your neck 
a little more forcefully every 
day.” 

Speaking of the current 
state of the world, Damon 
has never been one to shy 
away from addressing polit¬ 
ical issues, and Elysium offers 
him a great chance to talk im¬ 
migration, one of the major 
themes in the film. 

“Look, it’s a nation of 
immigrants and I’m from 
a family of immigrants, so 
yeah, clearly they’re going to 
have to figure that one out,” 
he says. 

“But the politicians don’t 
talk about it at all. They just 
see it as an issue where with 
the polling on it, they’re just 
confused on which way to go. 
So the Republicans just send 
out Marco Rubio to speak 


Spanish to eveiybody.” 

Not to suggest, though, 
that Damon thinks he has all 
the answers. 

“I don’t have a compre¬ 
hensive immigration plan, 
no. But I can work on it,” he 
says. 

As for relating to the have- 
nots, like his character in the 
film? “F— them,” Damon of¬ 
fers with a laugh. 

“No, at least in my case I 
think the values that I have 
are consistent with the val¬ 
ues I was raised with. I vote 
against my own self-inter¬ 
ests constantly. I campaign 
against my own self-interests. 
If you’re born with a silver 
spoon in your mouth, you’re 
probably more likely to be 
the Koch brothers and think 
that you shouldn’t pay taxes 
on things. I think it’s just a 
question of where you come 
from.”

Get up close and personal 
with a glacier 

Sipping from a 400-year-old natural snow cone 
at the Columbia Icefield’s Athabasca Glacier, 
one of the largest hydrological wonders south 
of the Arctic Circle, I feel more refreshed than 
eveiy athlete in every Gatorade commercial 
ever made. 

Journeying along the spectacular Icefields 
Parkway (a.lc.a Highway 93 north) to the 
borderline of Banff and Jasper National Parks, 
get ready to step back in time and experience 
a glimpse of the last ice age when woolly 
mammoths stomped along the frozen tundra. 
Tours aboard massive 30-tonne Brewster Ice 
Explorers (think tricked out Greyhounds with 
monster truck tires) depart eveiy 15 to 30 
minutes from the Columbia Icefield Discoveiy 
Centre. 

It’s an 80-minute adventure and you’ll 
spend a good chunk of that time roaming the 
icy expanse. While you can cup your hands to 
imbibe the glacier fresh melt-water, it’s best 
to tote along your own canteen or flask to 
spare your fingers from turning blue. 


Float along the Bow or 
Athabasca River 

While experienced rafters might prefer to 
paddle, camera-clutching sightseers will likely 
opt for a float trip, the sweat free alternative. It 
is as relaxing as a Venetian gondola ride only 
with the added thrill of the occasional chilly 
splash of shimmering glacial-silt-laden waters. 
During my guided float down the Atha-B (as the 
cool kids call it), the guide jokes that if we take a 
spill into the cold stuff we better take some¬ 
one overboard along with us because he only 
bothers rescuing two or more. While the ride 
down this Canadian Heritage river is as tame as 
a kiddy roller coaster, the scenery is eye-popping 
spectacular and it’s easy to imagine that travers¬ 
ing this waterway must have been the biggest 
perk of being a fur trader back in the day. 

Skimming the river, the wild Rocky Moun¬ 
tain landscape unfolds with a cinematic effect. 
You can’t help but gawk at the spruce tree 
flecked shoreline and mountains so beguiling 
they appear to be cribbed from the Paramount 
Pictures logo. The sheer beauty of the wild 
Rocky Mountain landscape comes alive from a 
river vantage. 




Banff Springs Golf Club cart tour 


You don’t have to be the least bit curious about 
the type of grass used on the putting greens to 
appreciate this Stanley Thompson masterpiece. 
On the $25 cart tour you’ll drive around the 
iconic Canadian track scoping out the rocky 
face of Mount Rundle and the tree covered 
slopes of Sulphur Mountain while your guide 
regales you with lore. Devil’s Cauldron is a be- 
still-your-beating-heart-and-break-out-the-easel 
flagstick surrounded by sheer natural splendor. 
Featuring a glacial lake and rugged mountain 
backdrop, the spellbinding par-3 was shortlisted 
by Golf Magazine as one of the top 18 holes in 
the world. Another highlight is the horseshoe¬ 
shaped bunker on a hole known as The Goat, a 
sly wink by the designer telling goffers who have 
the misfortune of being forced to shoot over 
it, “Good luck.” After talcing in the sites, even 
novices will be itching to book a tee time. For 
experienced goffers looking for a challenge, the 
area is replete with top notch mountain courses 
including Jasper Park Lodge, Stewart Creek, and 
the Canmore Golf & Curling Club, to name a 
few.

Ensure all motorized

and power locks. Check the 
outboard bolster on the 
driver’s side seat for signs 
of premature wear. 

All interior electronics 
should be checked and 
scrutinized. Be sure no 
Check Engine lights are 
illuminated, test the stereo 
system on both radio and 
CD modes, and be sure the 
air conditioner blows cold 
shortly after it’s turned 
on. Engine problems seem 
fairly infrequent, with the 
majority of those reported 
online being sensor-related 
and relatively easy to 
diagnose and fix. On a 
TDI-powered model, ensure 
performance is smooth 
and seamless, that on-time 
oil changes have been car¬ 
ried out throughout the 
vehicle’s life. 

Note that white, oily- 
smelling smoke shortly 
after startup of a cold 
engine could be a sign of a 
worn-out turbocharger. On 
a TDI powered model, ask 
a mechanic to check the 
fuel lines for possible signs 
of leaking. Issues with the 
available DSG transmission 
are typically sensor-related 
and not mechanical in 
nature—though shoppers 
who can drive a manual 
are advised to stick to their 
guns.

As gas prices stay high or 
climb higher, many people 
may consider buying new 
vehicles with advanced 
technologies, such as hy¬ 
brids or electric vehicles, to 
help ease the pain. 

They can help, but the 
reality is that most drivers 
can enjoy better fuel econ¬ 
omy in the vehicles they 
own right now, just by mak¬ 
ing some simple changes to 
their driving habits. 

“With proper driving 
practises, you can save up 
to 25 per cent on fuel con¬ 
sumption, which could lead

to savings of over $2,500 
in five years,” says Darlene 
Monkman, an associate at 
Stantec Consulting, which 
produces driving improve¬ 
ment videos and courses. 

Monkman recommends 
five driving techniques: ac¬ 
celerate gently, avoid high 
speeds, maintain a steady 
speed, coast to decelerate, 
and anticipate traffic. While 
all of these together, used 
all the time, will result in 
the highest fuel savings, any 
of them will make a differ¬ 
ence. 

All of these need to be 
learned, but anticipating 
traffic may be the most dif¬ 
ficult for some drivers. You 
need to look as far ahead as 
possible — right to the hori¬ 
zon, if you can — and watch 
for traffic issues that will 
require you to stop unneces¬ 
sarily, since your vehicle 
uses the most fuel when 
starting out from a stop. 
This can include changing 
lanes to avoid stopped or 
turning vehicles, coasting 
to a red light so you’re still 
moving when it turns green, 
or slowing down well in ad¬ 
vance if traffic is stopped 
ahead. Driving this way is 
safer, and can also help your 
brakes last longer. 

Maintaining a steady 
speed is also difficult for 
some drivers, who get into 
the habit of continually be¬ 
ing on and off the throttle 
even on straight, flat roads. 
In many cases, drivers may 
not even be aware they’re 
driving like this. If you do, 
try accelerating gently and, 
once you’ve reached your 



target speed, keep your foot 
steady on the pedal. 

“We have to learn all of 
this, because it isn’t intui¬ 
tive,” Monkman says. “But 
it will become second na¬ 
ture once you’ve learned 
it. If I slam on my brakes 
because I didn’t antici¬ 
pate traffic, I feel guilty 
that I should have done 
better.” 


Dollar-saving advice 


• Warm briefly. Even in cold 
weather, your engine only needs 
to warm up for about 30 seconds 
before you can drive away. 
Letting it run longer will only 
waste fuel. 

• Coast to bigger savings. Most 


new cars momentarily shut off 
fuel to the engine when your 
foot's off the throttle, so coasting 
to decelerate is driving “for free.” 

• Idling wastes fuel. Turn your 
vehicle off if you're going to be 
sitting for more than a few min¬ 


utes, and go into the store rather 
than line up in a drive-thru. 

• Fuel check. Use the recom¬ 
mended grade of fuel for your 
vehicle. If it only requires regular 
fuel, using premium is a waste 
of money.

‘apps’ than you

Officer Garrett Dow can’t help 
but laugh every time he puts 
on an old rerun of Adam-12, 
the classic cop show from the 
1960s and 70s. 

“Eveiything they did on the 
show, all their communication, 
was done on the radio. Or, they 
had to go use a pay phone to 
call in an arrest warrant, or to 
see if somebody was wanted,” 
said Dow, a technology officer 
for the Portland Police Bureau 
in Oregon. 

“In police work today, that 
information is all at the offi¬ 
cer’s fingertips and available to 
him on-demand. Technology is 
helping the officer do his job 
much more efficiently and ef¬ 
fectively.” 

From computer-aided dis¬ 
patch to high-definition video 
to in-car warrant checks to 
laser license-plate readers, the 
police car has evolved into a 
self-contained crime-fighting 
lab, rather than just a mode 
of transportation. Law-enforce¬ 
ment agencies throughout 
North America have adopted 
new technologies that have 
become a trusty co-pilot, al¬ 
ways ready to spot problems 
that would have often gone 
undetected in the days of pay 
phones and bulky radios. 

“Information is key,” Dow 
said. “You need to know who 
the person is in front of you 
because people don’t always 
tell you the truth. These tech¬ 
nologies help you know exactly 
who you are dealing with and 
they help you get to the truth 
faster.”

How it works

to a database of “plates of 
interest." 


law-enforcement technology 
gaining the most momentum. 

If a match is detected on the 
“hot list,” the system immedi¬ 
ately and automatically alerts 
the officer. Stolen cars, Amber 
Alerts, active warrants, expired 
registrations and unpaid park¬ 
ing fines are just a few infrac¬ 
tions ALPR detects, all within 
just a couple of seconds. 

“To make technology like 
this that requires veiy little 
officer intervention is really 
where the technological advan¬ 
ces are,” Dow said. “As long as 
it is helping the officer do his 
job more efficiently, and not 
slowing him down, then tech¬ 
nology is good. But if it is too 
cumbersome, and doesn’t real¬ 
ly work, then it is not so good.” 

And while ALPR technology 
is a terrific tool for law enforce¬ 
ment and other government 
agencies for spotting crimin¬ 
als, the random reading and 
storing of vehicle information 
from tens of thousands of in¬ 
nocent drivers also has the 
attention of the American Civil 
Liberties Union. 

“These systems are config¬ 
ured to store the photograph, 
the license plate number, and 
the date, time, and location 
where all vehicles are seen — 
not just the vehicles that gen¬ 
erate hits,” the ACLU said in a 
written statement to CNN. 

Privacy debate aside, tech¬ 
nology and law-enforcement 
are becoming more inter¬ 
twined eveiy day. 

Police officers spend much 
of their shift in the driver’s 
seat, and are often sitting still 
while writing reports, operat¬ 
ing a radar gun or monitoring 
a laptop computer. Ford Motor 
Company recently unveiled an 
in-car system called “Surveil¬ 
lance Mode” to assist these 
idle officers. This safety fea¬ 
ture uses four rear-mounted 
sensors as an extra set of eyes 
to warn an officer of a sneak 
attack from behind, an import¬ 
ant protection tool, especially 
at night when visibility is low. 

No statistics are available on 
how many officers are lolled 
each year in their cars. But in 
2011 , an officer on the cam¬ 
pus of Virginia Tech in Blacks- 
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burg was shot and killed in his 
parked patrol car at close range 
while conducting a traffic stop. 
And earlier this year in Cam¬ 
bridge, a Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology (MIT) officer 
was killed in his police cruiser 
in connection with the Boston 
Marathon bombings. 

Surveillance Mode detects 
a person coming near the car 
from behind, and immediately 
triggers an alarm, locks the 
doors and puts up the win¬ 
dows for added safety. 

More recently, police de¬ 
partments are investing in GPS 
launchers to help eliminate 
the need for high-speed pur¬ 
suits. According to a story in 
USA Today, almost 400 people 
are killed in the United States 
each year during police chases 
— about one third of which 
are bystanders — and nearly 
40 per cent of these pursuits 
end in crashes. This tracking 
system uses a compressed- 
air launcher mounted to the 
vehicle’s grill to fire a GPS 


“tag” that adheres to the flee¬ 
ing vehicle and emits location 
information, making it easy to 
track the vehicle without the 
need for speed. 

Voice activation is also be¬ 
coming more mainstream as 
officers can simply speak a 
command inside their vehicle 
such as “warrant check” or 
“license search” and the on¬ 
board computer system will 
take it from there, allowing 
the officer to hear the results 
without taking their eyes off 
the road. It helps catch the bad 
guys while also improving of¬ 
ficer safety. 

“Finally, technology is en¬ 
tering the same centuiy that 
we are working in. Just 10 
years ago, we felt like we were 
two or three decades behind,” 
Dow said. “But despite how 
good the technology is, it still 
doesn’t replace an officer’s 
good police work. He still has 
to go out and do his job, but 
these advances are going to 
make it a lot easier.”

Law-enforcement agen¬ 
cies insist the centralized 
database used in ALPR serves 
as another important tool 
to solving crimes that too 
often go cold. For example: 
a shooting takes place in the 
100 block of Main Street and 


the time of the incident is 
set at 2 a.m. If a patrol car 
happened to pass by the 
crime scene minutes before, 
detectives would have a list 
of cars parked in the area to 
help them pinpoint potential 
suspects.
